As the fire continues to smolder the
dollars are burning faxter, and although
every precaution in being taken to pre-
serve human life, the danger of more
deaths will not be over until the last
gullen flame Is extinguished,

After forty-seven hours of battling
with the rst roaring and then treacher-
ous finaes; after belleving that every-
thing was over and going home only to
be called out ngaln an hour later to
attend to & mew outburst of consumingy
fire, it was a tived and haggard group
of firemen, police and plant guards that
turped awny from a blaze at last called
wynider control’’ early this afternoon,

The fire first started with a .lmrriﬂr
explosion, which shook the neighbaor.
tood for a half mile, at about 12:30

erday morning. Until well into Sun-
r; afternoon it was a nip-and-tuck
pattle between the firemen and  the
flames to save the plant from utter de-
struction. Early this morning officials
of the plant and Fire Bureau command-
ers believed it was snfe ta send the ma-
jority of the tired fire-fighters home.

Second Explosion Today

At 0:45 another ronr get the neigh-
porhood in pagic and caused three
glarms to be turned in within ten min-
tes.

MTired men and horses dragged them-

No lives wore lost in the second out-
break and no one was seriously hurt,
but the ambulanees from fonr hospitals
turned out once more and stood ready
before the guarded gntes of the huge
plant.
